AN' ACT Provi ling for the Organization of the County of Belknap, n. F. 108. 

SECTION I. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Eastern boun-
State of Iowa, That the eastern boundary of the county of wàYtaiiiieOWa 

Pottawattamie shall be the eastern boundary of townships seventy- county. 
four, seventy-five, seventy-six, and seventy-seven, in range forty-
one, west of the fifth principal meridian in the state of Iowa. 

SEC. 2. That the territory now lying in Pottawattamie county, Belknap co. 
and east, of the eastern boundary thereof as provided in the first ["p'J-'iüvVr 
section of this act, consisting of townships seventy-four, seventy- •'«—iu. 
five, seventy-six:, and seventy-seven, in ranges thirty-eight, thirty-
nine, and forty, west of the fifth principal meridian in the state 
of Iowa, shall constitute the county of Jielknap. 

S E C 3. The proposition to change the boundary of said Proposition 
county of Pottawattamie, as herein provided for, shall be sub- bo^ind'aryto' 
mitted to the qualified electors of the county of Pottawattamie, be submitted 
as now established, at the general election held therein in the uimie. 
year 1874. The proposition shall be so submitted that those approv­
ing of the proposed change of boundary shall have written or 
printed upon their ballots the words "Fo r the new boundary," 
and those who disapprove of the proposed change shall have 
written or printed on their ballots the words "Against the new 
"boundary." 

SEC. 4. The provisions of this act shall take effect when the Act to take 
governor shall issue his proclamation as hereinafter provided, e ' t e c t when. 
declaring that said proposed boundary has been submitted to the 
people of Pottawattamie county at a general election, and has 
been approved by a majority of the votes cast at said election for 
and against it. 

S E C 5. It shall be the duty of the board of supervisors of canvass of 
Pottawattamie county to canvass the votes on said proposition at t l , c ' v" t e°-
the same time the votes cast at said general election are can­
vassed, ami immediately thereafter the county auditor shall certify 
to the secretary of state the form of the proposition submitted to 
the electors, and the number of votes cast for and against the 
same, which certificate shall be recorded in the records of the 
secretary of state. If a majority of all the votes cast for and ( ; o v p m r t 
against the proposition shall be in favor of said change of pioci.imi re-
